We 
desire, however, to ee attention to some of the 
more important changes introduced into the 
Amended Bill now submitted. 

Instead of repealing former Regulations und |

provisions of Law as will be superseded by the 
present Bill, We have added considerably to the 
lint of Regulations and Acts thus repealed ; and 
acting on w sngwestion offered by the Committee 
on the late Tariff Bill, we have taken this a ga : 





tunily of repeahng such portions as remain 
force of Acts LX of 1857 and X of 1560. 

As we propose to repeal Act X of 1850, ut 
becomes necessary also to propose the ee of 
a new Section (XL of the Amended Bill) giving 
the Supreme Government power by Proc poe 
te declare that any Port shall be a Fiee Port.

articles chargeable with Duty on value. After 
much éopeileron it seems to us better that these 
Clauses should be omitted ; and we believe that 
their omission will be acceptable to the Mercan- 
tile Community. 

We propose to insert a new Section (AXTIL « 
the Amended Bill) requinug Kaporters and In 
porters on passtug goods through the Custom 
House to state to the best of their ability the real 
value of Duty free woods, and of goods liable to 
fixed Duties according to weight or quantity only 
This gnestion has recently been the subject of 
correspondence between the Supreme Covei pment 
and the Government of Bengal; and the amend- 
ment now proposed will, no doubt, be a conve- 
nienee fo all parties. 

We propose by Sections XXVI and XXVIT of 
the Amended bill to declare precisely when expor- 
tation and importation respectively are to be held 
to take place. 

We :ecommend the omission of Section XX VIII 
of the Original Pill relative to cases of smuggling 
on board of Verselk of War. It dees nat appear to 
us that the risk of injury to the Revenue in this 
way is 80 serlons as te require the insertion. of a 
| provision which might give mse to mueh in- 
convelmence, 

We propose the insertion of a new Section 
(XLVI of the Amended Bill) providing, as 
regards importation, for the allowance during 
fifteen dave of the services of a Customs Officer 
free of cost, as provided in Seetion CX with res- 
pect to exportation. 

Adverting to Section LTT of the Original Bill, 
we do not think that hberty to bond need be 
confined to goods on which Duty to the extent 
of Rupees 10018 leviable ; nor that heenses for 
private warehouses need be restricted t) six 
i months ; and we consider that goods may, without 
renewals of bonds, be allowed to be bonded for 
three years. 


We would omit the lone table of allowances of 
ullage and wastage from Section LXX of the
